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Students in San Juan board race

Two CSUS students are 
candidates in the San Juan 
School Board election on 
March 4th. 

Robert Bernstein and Joel 
DeVisscher, business ad- 
ministration majors, have 
attended schools in the San 
Juan School District all their 
lives, and graduated from San 
Juan High School in 1972. They 
enjoy all sports, music, and 
ire the originators of the San 
Juan Kazoo Band. 

Bernstein and DeVisscher 
ire Campaigning as a teum 
because they have many of the 
ume goals and stands on most 
of the issues. It also allows 
them to cut their costs for 
bumper stickers, buttons and 
printed literature in half 

This is their first venture 
nto the world of politics and it 
von't be an easy one. Three 

icancies will be filled by the 
election, and over 40 can- 
lidates are on the ballot 

The biggest problem has 
been a lack of funds, although 
they have had ‘‘hundreds and 


hundreds of 25 cent 
donations.’’ They have 
managed to gather about $150 
apiece, while several of their 
opponents have already spent 
more than $1000 

DeVisscher and Bernstein 
feel they are more qualified 
for the board positions than 
many of the other candidates 
because of their extensive 
background in the district 
They do not believe they 
received a high quality 
education and one of the major 
reasons, DeVisscher said, is 
that ‘‘students need much 
more motivation.” 

It appears that they truly 
have a desire to help the com- 
munity, rather than a desire to 
go on into politics. In answer to 
a question regarding future 
political ambitions, Bernstein 
replied, ‘‘I would rather get an 
honest job.”’ 

If elected, Bernstein and 
DeVisscher say they wil! work 
towards more efficient use of 
present facilities, with more 
emphasis on effective 
education and less on proces- 
sing students through the 


system. They will keep tax- 
payers informed as to how 
their dollars are being spent, 
and they will strive for com- 
munity involvement in all 
phases of education 

They are also very 
concerned with the apathy of 
youth 

‘‘We always encourage the 
young people to get out and 
vote,’ DiVisscher said. “I 
think they aren't voting 
because they are discouraged 
with the system and they feel 
they can’t relate to anyone at 
all. They do have a lot of power 
if they would only use it and 
that is what we are trying to 
show.” 

“If we win,’ added 
Bernstein, “It might en- 
courage other young people to 
register to vote and to try to 
get into office.” 

DeVisscher and Bernstein 
need more volunteer cam- 
paign workers as the election 
date nears. In exchange for 
help, they offer bumper 
stickers, buttons and a chance 
to get involved. You may call

The student becomes a member of 
the academic community upon en 
‘ollment in the University and 
thereby accepts both the rights and 
responsibilities mcumbent upon al! 
nembers of the institution As a 
member of the academic com 
munity. students have not only the 
right but also the duty to challenge 
any attempt to deprive them of their 
rights. either as a citizen or as a 
student The policies and procedures 
contained in this document attempt 
to define both the students’ freedoms 
and the limits of those freedoms 

Statement of Student Rights and 
Responsibilities is subject to and 
lurnited by all applicable regulations 
of the Constitution of the United 
States and of State Law in including 
regulations passed by the Trustees of 
the State Universiues of California 
and local campus regulations duly 
instituted hy the President of the 
Unwersity 

The campus is not a sanctuary im 
mune from civi! law and authority 
and students may be prosecuted for 
violation of the law. whether an ac 
tion occurs on the campus or off 
however, University sanctions will!

The classroom is the essential part 
of the University. and the freedom to 
learn should be promoted and en- 
couraged by the professor The 
professor should not act in any way to 
deny the students their rights in the 
classroom

ponsibility must be assumed to make 
this clear to the students Students 
may be required to know thoroughly 
the perticulars set forth by the 
instructors. but they are free to

D Students have the nght to have 
instructional staff members inform 
Students in their classes of the 
methods to be employed in deter 
muning the final course grade and of 
any special requirements. including 
attendance. prior to the last day to 
add or drop a course without penalty 

E. Students have the right to ex 
pect that graded examinations and 
papers will be provided to the student 
for nspection and discussion It isex 
pected that examinations will be 
graded within a sufficiently ap- 
propriate time to make the ex 
amunation a part of the student sieur 
ning experience Students have ihe 
right to have ai! tests and papers 
returned to them by the last 
academic day of each semester 

F All instructional = staff 
members are expected to meet their 
classes reguiarly and at scheduled 
times and an effort should be made to 
notify students when class is not be 
ing heid 

G. Students have the right to ex 
pect all instructiona! staff members 
whose responsibilities involve 
students. to schedule a high propor- 
tron of their release time for student 
conferences This release time 
constitutes 20% of the faculty per 
son's workload The number of of fice 
hours should be 4 matter of common 
knowledge 

H Students have a right to a 
course grade that represents the 
professor s good faith judgment of 
the student's performance in the 
course (A lack of good faith may be 
established by proof that a grade was 
based on something other than the 
student's performance in the class } 

1 Either unjustified failure of the 
instructor to meet classes. repeated 
lack of preparation which results in 
incompetent performance by the 
professor. or discrimination against 
a student because of his or her sex 
age, or ethnic background is a 
legitimate ground for student com 
plaint to the Department. or Division,

Student controlled media are 
valuable to the campus community 
and are also essential in stimulating 
intellectual exploration and in keep 
ing open the channels of free and res 
ponsible communication 

A The Associated Students of 
California State University, Sac 
ramento. student organizations and 
individual! students may publish and 
otherwise communicate information 
and opinion. These groups and in 
dividuals are not liable or subject to 
sanctions and restraints beyond 
thase imposed by provisions set forth 
by the ASCSUS Publications Board 
valid Trustees regulations or law 

B Student publications and other 
communications media are 
guaranteed the editorial freedom 
necessary to engage in free inquiry 
and expression without advance ap- 
prova! of content. Appointment and 
removal of editors shall be in ac- 
cordance with the by-laws of the 
Organization responsible for the 
publication 
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VL. Right of Due Process and Appeal 

The student shall have the right of 
due process and appeal. as pres 
ertbed by California State University 
and College Student Disciplinary 
Procedures copies of which are 
svailable in the Dean of Students’ Of 
fice. The student shall be consxiered 
innocent unless proven guilty With 
regard to University disciplinary 
procedures, except as provided by 
law. the student shall retain ai! rights 
and privileges unless proven guilty 
and ail routes of appeal are ex 
hausted 

Procedures have been established 
to hear gnevances of students who 
beleve their basic rights have been 
denied or violated. These procedures 
shall include methods of redress for 
students whose rights are found to 
have been abridged However. it is 
hoped that most disputes will be 
resolved informally The Dean of 
Students Office may serve as an ad 
visor or facilitator to the student who 
believes that just cause exists for a 
complaint. Universi:y procedures 
exist for disciplinary action against a 
faculty member which may lead to 
disciplinary action when the charges 
are of a serious nature Less severe 
disputes may be resolved within the 
Department, the Division or Schooi 

A Departments shall have 
clearly defined committees or other 
agencies for the receipt and con 
sideration of student compiaints 
concerning violation of student 
academic rights. Procedures shail be 
on file in the Department. the 
Division. and the Schooi as well 4s the 
Dean of Students Office 

B Each schoo! or division shali 
also have clearly defined compiaints 
after other means of mediation have 
been exhausted A student may 
appeal the ruling of a departmestai 
agency to the school or division lvve! 
for a hearing 

C. Ifafter a hearing and a Vecision 
following Section B abwve the 
Student feels that there was not 
faimmess in the procedure. the student 
shall have the right to appeal the 
decision to the Office of the Academic 
Vice President. If there are appeals 
to the Office of the Academic Vice 
President, that office shail provide 
for a committee consisting of 4 
representative from that office a 
representative from the Dean of 
Students Office. and a representative 
of the Student Senate to consider the 
appeal of the student. The role of this 
committee within the Academic Vice 
President's Office is to determine 
whether or not there was procedura! 
fairness at the School or Division 
level. If there was no! procedural 
fairness the Academic Vice 
President will instruct the Com 
mittee. the School or the Divisional 
Committee to reconvene and rehoid 
the hearing. If in the judgment of the 
Academic Vice President there is 
concern that the student in question 
because of appeal, may not receive a 
fair hearing, the Academic Vice 
President will have the option of hav 
ing the Academic Vice President's 
Committee hear the case. and 
recommend appropriate action te the 
Academic Vice President 
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Vil. Right to Substantial Input into 
the Determination of University 
Gevernance and Instructional 
Programs

community requires an awareness of

A $2,800 request to fund the 
Faculty Evaluations Program 
for the remainder of the 
academic year was defeated 
by the CSUS_ Foundation 
Board of Governors at last 
Thursday's monthly meeting. 

Darrell Inabnit, vice 
president for administration, 
cast the only affirmative vote. 

Moments after the vote was 
taken, President James Bond 
said ‘I'm not happy with that 
decision at all.” 

Bond, who is chairman of 
the board, vowed that the re- 
quest ‘‘will come before us 
again.” 

Several board members 
raised objections to the re- 
quest prepared by Stan 
Pretzer because they said it 
lacked detailed, up-to-date in- 
formation. 

Pretzer, university 
business manager and the 
board's treasurer, was also 
questioned on David Shell's 
status as director of the 
program. He said he really 
wasn't sure, but would find 
out. 

Officers 

Another item on the agenda 
included election of officers. A 
motion to postpone uniil Oc- 
tober failed and Ed Com- 
batalade, a private citizen 
was elected secretary replac- 
ing Inabnit, and Pretzer was 
re-elected as treasurer by a4-3 
vote. 

In other action the board: 

Approved a request from 
the library for $2,000 to be used 


from the coin-operated copier 
income to support on-going 
university library services. 


Agreed to delay con- 
sideration of the foundation 
retirement plan until July. 

Approved a request from 
the Biological Sciences 
department for $2,665 from the 
Goethe Fund to be used for 
continuation of the Herbarium 
(graduate) Assistantship, 
now in its second year 

Robert Livezey, biological 
sciences, told the board the 
funds were being used to pay 
several graduate assistants to 


help conduct a project entitled 
the ‘‘Biological Survey of the 
Sacramento Area.” 

Livezey said the funds 
would also be used to ‘‘im- 
prove the situation of teaching 
(and) provide additional 
materials for teaching and 
research.”’ 

He said the study will look 
at the ‘‘distribution, behavior, 
and effects of environmental 
changes...(and their) effects 
on plants and animals.” 

Bond said the only reason 
the board tabled the request 
last month was because it was 
‘submitted after the date

Good news on Gl Bill 


Veterans in need of finan- 
cial aid to continue GI Bill 
education are eligible for in- 
creased benefits under the 
Veterans Administration's 
work study grant program. 

Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs Richard L. Roudebush 
noted that a December 3 law 
(PL 93-508) increased the 
amount the agency can ad- 
vance veterans toa maximum 
of $625 per semester for 
fulltime students who agree to 
work 250 hours for the agency. 

Prior to December 1974, VA 
could advance a maximum of 
only $250 a fiscal year to a 
limited number of selected 
veterans for 100 hours of ser- 
vice. 

From April 1973, when the 
original program started, 
through last December, 27, 157 
veterans received nearly $6.6 


million in grants for 2.6 million 
hours of work. 

Veterans interested in 
work-study grants are urged 
to apply to VA regional offices 
that maintain their records.

It's for laughter

Laughter is a_ beautiful 
sound. Laughter has been a 
strong pillar in the Black race. 
Even during slavery, Blacks 
were still able to find someth- 
ing to laugh about. The ability 
to laugh at hard times seems 
to lessen the seriousness of 
otherwise grim life situations. 

In 1975, there are four Black 
comedy shows on television 
which depict a variety of 
Black lifestyles. ‘‘Sanford and 
Son” with Redd Foxx and 
Demond Wilson pioneered in 
bringing Black situation 
comedy to television 
Although Foxx is now a 
miliionaire, he started in show 
business as a _ stand up 
comedian on the night club cir- 
cuit. The success of ‘‘Sanford 
and Son’ encouraged other 
networks to try Black comedy 

‘Good Times” has become 
a Tuesday night favorite in 
many homes. As Florida on 
‘*Maude,”’ Ester Rolle was so 
well liked by viewers that Nor- 
man Lear decided to try her in 
a show of her own. John Amos 
plays Florida's janitor hus- 
band and Jimmie Walker is 
making quite a name for 
himself as the dy-no-mite J.J 

Norman Lear's latest 
creation is ‘*The Jeffersons.”’ 
Previously the Jeffersons 
(Sherman Hemsley and Isabel 
Sanford) were the ‘colored’ 
neighbors of the Bunkers on 
“AH in the Family.”’ As a 


result of George Jefferson's 
four successful dry cleaning 
stores, the family has moved 
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onup. Up is to a plush high-rise 
apartment building where 
judges, lawyers and doctors 
live. 

On still another channel, 
“That's My Mama’”’ with Clif- 
ton Davis is the weekly Black 
comedy show. Davis is a 
barber whose mother is very 
much into his life, his friends’ 
lives and anyone else's life she 
can get into. 

The Biack comedy shows 
have initially been met with 
skepticism and heavy 
criticism from some members 
of the Black community. The 
criticism has been that the 
shows depict only the negative 
aspects of Black life 

I really must disagree with 
such critics. While the lives of 
barbers and junkmen and 
janitors are not high on the 
social ladder, itis very mucha 
real and vital part of Black 
life 

I find myself personally 
offended when Blacks scream 
that these shows are rein- 
forcing age-old stereotypes 
After all, I am sure the 
families of junkmen and 
janitors would prefer to be 
professionals, but the reality 
of the matter is that those may 
be the only jobs available to 
them. 

These comedy shows are 
another tool te be used 
creatively by the Black com- 
munity to make the rest of 
society aware of the job res- 
trictions that exist inour com- 
munity 

The Black comedy shows 
have successfully exposed 
Blacks to the world of 
television, thus eliminating at 
least one or two janitors and 
junkmen. It is a positive trait 
to be able to laugh at the 
situations of life. Laughter isa 
beautiful sound. Let it ring out 
across the nation.

Your journalists failed to 
cover a major event on the 
CSUS Cultural Programs’ 
calendar. On Feb. 13, the dis- 
tinguished Dr. Harold Jantz, 
Professor Emeritus of Ger- 
man from The Johns Hopkins 
University, delivered a lec- 
ture on ‘‘The Disengaged In- 
dividual: Mystic and Liber- 
tine in the 18th Century” at 5 
p.m. in the Playwright’s 
Theater. 


Citing numerous historical 
examples, Professor Jantz 
elucidated his seemingly com- 
plex theme—he derived the 
definitions for the terms 
‘““Mystic’’ and “‘Libertine’’ 
first, and showed how these 
concepts developed the (at 
times false) connotations we 
curretnly associate with 
them. 


He then showed how the ap- 
parent chasm between 
current and  18th-century 
thought is connected by these 
very concepts. The ideas of the 
past not only influence but at 
times also coincide with those 
of the 20th century mind in a 
very relevant and topical way. 
Imagine the 18th century mind 
conceiving the automaton as 
the ideal being! 

This was an event of great 
intellectual interest— perhaps 
one can say the only such 
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event this year at CSUS 
Attendance at the lecture was 
fairly good even though you 
gentlemen published but two 
cursory notes about it. The 
attendance indicated that the 
academic interest cn this 
campus is high.

Hans Galinsky, visiting

Studies and Comparative 
Literature from the Univer- 
sity of Mainz, West Germany. 
who was instrumental in es-

Ski trip 
protested 


Calling it a ‘‘big rip off on 
students,’ Chris Cervantes 
student senate chair, plans to 
have the senate reconsider its 
appropriation of $8,000 for a 
ski trip on March 13. 

“I’m not against giving 
money for askitrip,”’ she said 
‘But $8,000 is a little bit out of 
hand.’’
